March, on "Life in the New Diamond 
Diggings," of South Africa : 


Tho population of the Digging is 


rather mixed, but on tho whole well dis- 
posed nnd law-abiding. 
The English 


element predominates, yet a good num- 
ber of Americans arc here, Homo Ger- 
mans, and a sprinkling of French, Ital- 
ians, and Spaniauk The Dutch boors 
of course predominate in tbc surround- 
ing country and arc numerous at tho 
diggings. AH u rulo thuv nro not favor- 
ites , tho English especially huto them 
heartily, find their regard is returned 
with interest, 
Tho Germans uvo more 


apt to be diamond dealers than diamond 
diggers, 
¥ative laborers, Kafirs, Kor- 


nnnas, and Hottentots swarm at tho 
fields. 
The "Zulus" ar» tho most 


trustworthy, and tho fresher they uro 
from tho up-country Kraals, the better, 
The native women about tho camp arc 
chiefly Hottentots and Korannai. They 
Dnd amplu and profitable employment 
as waslier-womcn, household sorvatite, 
oto. 


A largo number of trades and pro 


fcssions uro represented iu the camps; 
caipcntors, tcntniakors, and blacksmiths 
find constant employment at remunera- 
tive rates. 
Butchers make rapid for- 


tunes the demand for moat Icing enor- 
mous. 
Bakers and confectioners flnrl 


quick market for their wares lit exorbi- 
tant prices 
Photograpors are already 


on the ground, and Du Toils Pan h»s a 
matrimonial agent 1 There are also 
doctors, lawyers, watchmakers and jow 
elcrs. 
Ilotol-kopera, store-keepers and 


auctioneers are plentiful, the last find 
ing all the business ,thoy want, and a 
they get 10 per cent, of tho sales thcii 
profits aro very largo. 


The hotels do a rushing business 


three meals a day are furnished ; break 
fast at eight, 2s., tiffin (lunch) atone, 
2«., dinner at nix, 2s, Gd, 
A bod costs 


2s. or 2«, C<i, "a shakedown" Is. or Is, 
6(i. 
Some diggers board and lodge reg- 


ularly at tho hotels, but it is a bad 
practice. Tho food supplied is abund- 
ant but of small variety—mutton and 
beef, venison, A few vegetables, white 
and brown bread of indifferent quality, 
and plenty of tea and coffee 
There is 


no style—the rough digger in his shirt 
sleeves; elbows the gorgeously-arrayed 
diamond dealer, or the 
clergyman of 


tho eamp—one man is as good an an- 
other and all are free and easy. 


Suday iu generally observed as a day 


of rest, and the churches aro well atten- 
ded. 
Tho Church of England has reg- 


ular chaplains nt all camps, with stated 
places of worship at all .the older^sta^ "~v_. 
lions. Tho Methodists aro well repw/ 
sonted, and BO are Roman 
Catholic*, r.o' 


Tho boers aro generally members of the 
Dutch Reformed Church, but their re- 
ligious feelings arc not apt to bo very 
fine, or prevent their being what tho 
Yankee diggers call "moan cusses." Col- 
lections have been rnado for the erec- 
tion of 
permanent church buildings, 


and substaneial structures am nvery. 
whom 
inking ihu plueo oi the insuffi- 


cient and unstable church tents hereto- 
fore in ubc.
